Gift of Brazil 
To Its Center 
“War” and “Peace” Now 


Mounted on Lobby Wall 
Of Main Building 


In the presence of the leading 
diplomatic representatives to the 
United Nations, the Brazilian gift 
of two huge murals was officially 
presented to the international 
body on Friday, September 6, one 
day before Brazil’s Independence 
Day. The significance of the event 
was underscored by the appear- 
ance at the ceremonies of the 
members of the Security Council, 
who had temporarily adjourned 
their meeting to participate in 
the reception ceremony. 


Size of Works 

“War” and “Peace”, the work 
of Candido Portinari, one of Bra- 
zil’s leading artists, both meas- 
ure 34 feet by 46 feet and were 
executed in oil on six-sheet ply- 
wood. So meticulous has the care 
been regarding the placing of the 
murals that the painter was in- 
formed in advance of the space 
requirements, particularly at the 
borders, where the building needs 
would interfere with the straight 
line edges. 

Setting of the paintings re- 
quired special steel frames for 
backing and support. The work 
of hanging was done so carefully 
that even the experts remarked 
on the perfection of the three- 
| months’ task. Critical comment on 
ithe artistic conception of the 
pieces, especially on the striking 
|symbolism, is not yet available.

It has just announced that it is 
purchasing four jet airliners and 
that it is converting its present 
Convair transports from piston 
to turboprop engines. Last June 
Brazilian International Airlines 
revealed that it had contracted to 
buy four Lockheed 1049-H Super 
Constellations. 





The new jet airliners are Con- 
vair 880’s, manufactured by the 
Convair Division of the General 
Dynamics Corporation. The order 
represents an investment of more 
than US$17,000,000. REAL- 
Aerovias intends to use the new 
planes in its medium range trans- | 
port operations.

The new in- 
stallations, it was said, will in- 
crease cruising speed by fifty miles 
an hour and extend the range with 
full payload by about eight hun- 
dred miles.

These additional facilities fit in 
with the Company’s present ex- 
pansion plans. REAL-Aerovias 
has applied for permission to fly 
to Japan across the West Coast 
of the United States. In addition, 
it is seeking a route to Europe} 
via Dakar, Africa, and to New 
York. Its present standard Con-

REAL-Aerovias has been very 
active in promoting tourist flights 
between the large cities of Brazil 
and the United States. In Brazil 
it advertizes a twenty-five per 
cent economy in fare on its tour- 
ist flights, “the biggest bargain 
obtainable in air passage.”

More recently it has been slant- 
ing its advertisements to the 
luxury trade, especially to the 
Brazilian businessman who has 
business dealings in the United 
States, urging him to bring his 
family along and add a holiday 
to the trip. With the opening of 
the winter season in Miami, 
Florida, where all _REAL-Aero- 
vias planes land, this motif in its 
advertising will be repeated.

When the City’s first transmit- 
ter was set up in 1924, the parts 
came from the radio transmitter 
which had been installed atop the 
Pao de Acucar and was one of 
the features of the Great Exhibi- 
tion of Rio de Janeiro of the early 
twenties. 


Recalls Centenary 

Consul General Chermont 
pointed out that the radio trans- 
mitter had been one of the pioneer 
inventions displayed at the Cen- 
tenary of Brazilian Independence 
in 1922. He recalled that he had 
seen the transmitter and, like 
everyone else, had marveled at 
it. He indicated the progress that 
Brazil has made in wireless com- 
munication since by stating that 
today there is not only a radio 
antenna on the spot but even 4 
television tower.

The purpose of the loan is to 
make it possible for the Company 
to acquire additional casting and 
forging equipment, including an 
hydraulic press of two thousand 
tons. The new machine tools to 
be obtained will enable Agos Vil- 
lares S.A. to produce even heavier 
equipment for Brazil’s constantly

Faced with the problem of obtaining a larger electric furnace than Brazilian plants were turning out, 
Acos Villares, leading manufacturer of specialty steels, used its own know-how to construct a unit 
with a capacity of twenty tons. Other examples of the same kind of ingenuity and perseverance demon- 
strated by the management of this important steel firm have made Acos Villares not only pioneers but 
also pacemakers in Brazilian steel. Their plant, operating around the clock, covers an area of 40,000 
square meters in a plot of 140,000 square meters, located in Sao Caetano, State of Sao Paulo. Shown 
above is the electric furnace built by the company for its own operations.

of 1955. 

The growing development of 
the domestic market for bananas 
and oranges has encouraged the 
production of these two fruits in 
Brazil in recent years. Produe- 
tion in 1956 is estimated at 223,- 
000,000 stems of bananas, as 
against 204,000,000 in 1955, and 
6,687,000,000 oranges, compared 
with 6,502,000,000 in 1955. 


Banana Exports 

Exports of bananas _ reached 
211,000 tons in 1955 and 46,000 
tons of oranges were shipped out 
that year. The value of these ex- 
ports was US$10,300,000 and 
US$5,700,000 respectively. During 
the first six months of 1956 ba- 
nana exports amounted to only 
half of the amount shipped dur- 
ing the corresponding period of 
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1955. Exports of oranges, how- 
ever, increased considerably, and 
at midyear exceeded exports for
